Maj. Buckner’s “ Soft Snap.” 

Maj. John C. Buckner, a member of the 
last State Legislature, is one of Mr. Wright's 
closest friends and advisers. Both are col- 
ored men, and men of prominence aifa in- 
fluence among the colored voters of the city. 
Maj. Buckner is on the; Collector’s pay-roll 
as a deputy collector for six cansecutive 
weeks ending Feb. 22. uring that time he 
received a salary of $30 a ek, or a total 
of $180. He also made affidavits for six 
consecutive pay-days that he had worked. 
An effort was made to verify these sworn 
statements yesterday with indifferent suc- 
cess. 

According to the records Maj. Buckner 
worked in the latter part of December on 
what is known as the “ vessel book,” col- 
lecting taxes on boats: owned in Chicago. 
Each Deputy Collector is given a note-book 
which shows what amounts were collected. 


- Many of the deputies average ten collections 


daily. The book which bears Maj. John 
C. Buckner’s name shows he col'ected 
$21.50 from W. W. Shaw on Dec. 23, $53.70 
from G. A. Seaverns on Dec. 26, and $21.45 
from Charles Counselman on Dec. 28. This 
makes a total of $096.65 collected in a pertod 
of six days. Chief Clerk Wright says Maj. 
Buckner might have worked the remaining 
five weeks without making any collections, 
as vessel taxes are hard to collect. He 
admits, however, the matter looks strange. 


“Pall” Is Responsible. 


Collector Hogan refused to express any 
opinion in Maj. Buckner’s case. He admits 
several such cases may be found, but, he 
says, he cannot regulate that trouble. The 
deputies are appointed to their positions 
through political ‘“‘ pull.” If the men don’t 
work and are willing to swear they do, noth- 
ing remains but to paythem. The office has 
collected $3,500,000 this year. According 
to Mr. Hogan’s estimate 75 per cent of this 
amount is brought in by the collectors. An 
average of 100 men is employed. This is an 
average of $35,000 to the man in sixteen 
weeks. Maj. Buckner has been paid $180 
for six weeks’ work and has collected and 
turned into the office a little more than half 
the amount of his salary. 

Mr. Wright was “ too busy ” yesterday to 
allow an investigation of the pay-rolls and 
accounts. He says he will remain. busy for 
several days. He was holding a whispered 
conversation with Maj.

NOW THEY HYPNOTIZE IN EVANSTON,

A class in the study of psychology at 
Northwestern University has reached the 
subject of hypnotism, and the professor in 
charge of the class, Dr. George A. Coe, who 
is able to hypnotize subjects, gave an ob- 
ject lesson yesterday on the topic under dis- 
cussion by mesmerizing several members of 
the class.

May Be a Suicide 

“Frank wasgdespondent,” he said, “ and

The store 
of John Hannan, also on the first floor, is 
destroyed. His loss is placed at $2,000. The 
E. L. & E. T. Updegrave millinery estab- 
lishment, also in the Hannan Building, is de- 
stroyed, with a loss of $2,000. 

The Wolf Block, which adjoins the *Han- 
nan Block, took fire from the burning build- 
ing, and is at this hour given up as a total 
loss,.and the fire is still spreading down the 
street. In this block, which is also valued 
at $75,000, were a number of lawyers’ of- 
fices, which are almost:totally destroyed. 

Several of the firemen are already reported 
hurt, but no names are obtainable at this 
hour.

Violent Scenes in Every Town.

Further details are being received this 
evening of violent scenes enacted today at 
different points all over Italy, which the gov- 
ernment had sought in vain to prevent the 
publication of. The alarmist rumors which 
were circulated earlier in the day ar? con- 
firmed by the later reports, and the wHole 
of Italy seems to be in the hands of tho 
aroused populace, indignant at the govern- 
ment, which is apparently powerless to que}! 
the outbreaks of wrath. ‘a 

Popular demonstrations of the most vio- 
lent character have occurred throughovt the 
Italian Peninsula. The most serious of these, 
as was indicated in the earlier dispatches 
which it was permitted to send from here, 
occurred at Milan, where 30,000 persons took 
part in the disorders, amounting to a popular 
uprising. The police of that city had their 
hands full to bring the crowds under control, 
and were forced to charge through the streets 
with fixed bayonets before they succeeded 
in dispersing the mob. No statement is 
made of the amount of harm done to the tn- 
habitants, but is known that a large number 
of persons were injured more or less ser 
jously. 


Indulge in Violent Speeches. 


The public gatherings were addressed by 
orators who made violent speeches against 
the Constitution and against the ministerial 
policy in Abyssinia, and who were greeted 
with wild acclamations. 

In Rome there was less violence, but the 
public indignation was almost equally high. 
The students of the city led the demonstra- 
tions which were directed against the 
Cabinet. 

Papers containing pictures of Sig. Crispi 
were burned in the public streets with every 
accompaniment of contumely and wrath ex-

Schooner §S. R. Mallory Is Captured by 
a Revenue Cutter in Tampa Bay.

SMALLPOX IS ADDED TO FEVERS. 


Troops in Cuba Have a New Horror to 
Contend With. 

Washington, D. C., March 4.—[{Special.]— 
Smallpox has been added to the horrors ex- 
isting in Cuba, according to a communica- 
tion received by Surgeon-General Wyman of 
the Marine Hospital Service from Dr. Cami- 
nero at Santiago. 

In his report Dr. Caminero says: 

“A general order has been issued by the 
authorities to all the practicing physicians 
of the town to report any case of smallpox 
presenting itself for the purpose of sending 
eny such case to a smallpox = hospital, 
provided by the municipality, outside the 
city limits; but this measu.e will not prevent, 
in my judgment, the development of the ter- 
rible disease if it should further appear 
among us. 

* No quarantine is enforced upon the coast- 
ing steamers coming fyom the port of Man- 
ganillo, where smallpox is epidemic, and 
most likely some passengers will arrive with 
the disease in its period of incubation, which 
later on will develop into a more or less mra- 
lignant form of smallpox. Yellow-fever 
seems stationary, and, as the troops are now 
in active operation in the field, those taken 
with it are carried to the provisional hospt-

LIFE SAVING AT A FIRE. 


NEW YORK POLICEMEN AND FIRE- 
MEN DO HEROIC WORK. 


Thousands of People Watch a Blaze 
in a Broadway Apartment House 
and Cheer the Wonderful Rescue of 
Men and Women—Scaling Ladders 
and Life Nets Are Used with Good 

_Effect—Women Caught as They 

Leap from Blazing Windowsills. 

New York, March 4.—[Special.]—The live- 
liest and most exciting blaze seen on Broad- 
way in years was discovered in the four- 
story Winchester apartment house early 
this morning, 

It was owing solely to the presence of 
mind and bravery of the police that half a 
dozen lives were not lost. As it was, a crowd 
of 3,000 people stood around inthe cold and 
watched the police rescue men, women, and 
children from the blazing building. . The fire, 
which had started in the basement of No. 
1242 Broadway, had swept up an airshaft 


' in the rear of the building and was blazing 


fiercely at the roof. The Winchester occu- 


¢ ples the buildings No. 1242 and 1244 Broad- 
| Way. On the top floor of No. 
Thomas McCarty, his wife and three chil- | 
| dren, and A. W. Vandorsen, a maker of vio- 
ilins and a collector of rare manuscripts.

Both of these families had narrow escapes 
from death. 
Carried Down on Ladders, 

The McCartys were taken from the win- 
dows of their rooms and carried down lad- 
ders by the firemen. Mr. Vandorsen hada 
remarkable experience. Dressed only in his 
night dress he got on the fire-escape at the 
rear of the building, just. outside his win- 
dow. He climbed down the flire-escape as 
far as he could go and then hung on to the 
last round, hoping to be helped down to the 
ground. No help.came, however, and after 
hanging for some time he dropped and fell 
into the cellar of No. 1242. His hands were 
badly cut and his feet were fearfully lacer- 
ated. 

Scaling ladders and life nets played the 
principal part in the rescue of half a dozen 
people. A swarm of firemen gained the roof 
by the hazardous means of light ladders 
suspended from the window ledges. Then 
extension ladders were raised, and the police 


Fireman Brazel was the first to reach the 
upper windows. While she was carrying 
down Mrs. J. R. Pierce she became hys- 
terical, and nearly threw her rescuer from 
the ladder. As it was he was held by one 
leg by another fireman while the crowd be- 
low applaudefi. When with the aid of 
others the woman was finally landed on the 
ground she became unconscious from cold 
and fear.

300 times. Lady Henry Somerset induced 
Jane Cakebread to enter the home which her 
Ladyship maintains on her country estate.

Advance Publication in the St. James’

Long Since Forgotten Show Bound- 
ary Lines Now Subject of Dispute.

New York Journal.J—A press digest of the 
Venezuela Blue Book, undoubtedly authen- 
tic, appears in the St. James Gazette, for 
which Sir Frederick Polloek, who prepared 
the great volume, formerly used to write, 
It is practically admitted, if not a digest of 
the book, it is at least obtained from ma- 
terial on which the.book is based. The gist 
of the condensed sketch shows the contents 
of the book to be as follows: Evidence fur- 
nished by the Foreign Office, which includes 
particulars of the circumstances by which. 
the British took possession of the whole of 
the Dutch West India coloniés in 1781, again 
in 1796, yet again in 1803; treaties by which 
the transferences were ratified, the final 
treaty being thgt of 1814, in the negotiations 
for which ihe/ Spanish Government was a 
party, and ,t story of the correspondence 
negotiations of various governments with 
Venezuela from 1840 up to the present time. 

The evidence from the Colonial Office com- 
prises a great deal of information collected 
by successive Governors since Nicholson's | 
rule in 1803-'4 as to the extent and character . 
of the Dutch occupation and exploration of 
the interior. For this the records of the 
Dutch commanders in Essequibo have been 
ransacked during recent years, and all facts 
available from local sources have been sifted 
and arranged in the Colonial Office. 


Incursionsa Into British Territory. 


The evidence also gives various particulars 
of Venezuela incursions Into British territory 
between the Orinoco and Cuyuhi Rivers and 
attempts made by American. concessionaires 
to establish themselves in British Guiana. 
It also shows the steps taken by the local 
government to maintain the violated owner- 
ship and the work done by Great Britain in 
ascertaining the natural geographical bound- 
ary without prejudice to her strict territorial 
rights beyond such boundary, and in estab- 


lishing actual administrative sovereignty . 


and industrial occupation within that bound- 
ary. 

In addition to the wealth of evidence drawn 
from the sources here indicated the Blue 
Book will contain various maps, Dutch, Span- 
ish, French, Venetian, and British, which 
have an important bearing upon the subject. 

We can predict that the British case 
against the Venezuelan pretension to owner- | 
ship right down to the west bank of the 
Essequibc River will be shown by Pollock 
to be. overwhelming.

Oneof these maps, prepared 
for Louis XV. of France, by G. de Lisle, reog-

TO RIVER IMPROVEMENTS. 


Government Engineer Reports It Is 
Practically Impossible to Improve 
‘the Chicago River So as to Meet the 
Requirements—On the Other Hand, 
He Maintains a Magnificent Harbor 
Can Be Provided at the Mouth of 
the Calumet at Little Cost.

, small expense. . : 

i bf Marshall says that the Port of Chi- 

cago, by which he means the general ship- 

ping’ district, and¢ including both the old 


four greatest ports on the earth. The com- 
merce of Chicago, he says, must descend 
to the grade of a third-class port or be main- 
tained in its present position by prompt 
and adequate appropriations and work. 


Harbor Requirements Are Great. 

A harbor at Chicago is evidently required, 
which within three years can accommodate 
vessels 400 feet long and with a draft of 
ie nineteen feet. His position as between the 
ss old harbor and Calumet he sums up as fol- 
lows: 
“In the Chicago River, by an enormous 
expenditure, these vessels can be accom-+ 
modated by improving or continuing a griev- 
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At the Calumet at a comparatively small 
expenditure they can be accommodated 
without annoyance to the population of the

~ Maj. Marshall goes on to make things un- 

- pleasant to the delegation which had a hear- 
ing only last week before the Rivers and 
Harbors committee in regard to the proposed 
improvements in the Chicago River. His 
views are sufficiently distinct to set the river 
men of Chicago by the ears, and to create a 
decided boom along Calumet creek. He says: 


Demand Met by the Calumet. 
“At the Calumet it appears evident 


deep harbor. fhe Chicago River is so ob- 
structed by bridges, the narrowing of the 
channel, and bends, and from the demands 
of inter-urban communication across and 
over its branches (and this will be much 
further obstructed by the current for drain- 
age purposes) (that it’) appears nearly a 
hopeless task to create or maintain a prac-

just ahead. The policy of..small appropria- 
tions under which the construction of the 
Chicago Harbor has extended over the period 
from 1833 to 1890 will not meet the. necessi- 
ties of the case where a present commerce 
of over 11,000,000 tons per annum is seeking 
such accommodations as are demanded by 
the conditions which will operate in full 
force within three years.”’ / 


Facilities of Unlimited Extent. 


Maj. Marshall elaborates his views by 
saying the Calumet country is made up of 
a series of bayous and lakes, which afford 
facilities of almost unlimited extent for the 
construction of basins and inner harbors. 
He notes the fact that the Calumet is at the 
extreme southwestern corner of the lake, 
and that in previous years it has been 
subjected to the inroads of enormous magsges 

of sand carried along the shore by the stiff 
northeast gales. He says, however, that the 


system of reclamation of land now going on 
will have a tendency to stop this movement 
of ged sand southward and that within a 
brief space of time an outer harbor can be

ESTIMATES FOR A CANAL IN OHIO. 


Suggested Waterway Connecting the 
Ohio River and Lake Erie. 
Washington, D. C., March 4.—A plan has 
been submitted to Congress for a canal con- 
netting Lake Erie with the Ohio River. 
The Secretary of War today sent to the 
House the report of a’ board of three en- 
gineers of the army of asurvey of the Miami 
and Erie Canal, the Ohio Canal, and connec- 
tions available, to make a continuous canal 
connecting .the waters of Lake Erie with 
the Ohio River through the State of Ohio. 
The survey was also to look to the feasibil- 
ity and advisability of improving and willen- 
ing the canal to seventy feet and deepening 
it to seven feet. Plans and cost were also 
required for the construction of locks with | 
a capacity of vessels of at least 280 tons | 
burden. |

The board considers the following routes 
available for continuous canals making the 
required connection: First, Eastern route, 
Cleveland to Marietta; second, Central route 
Sandusky Bay to Portsmouth; third, West- 
ern route, Toledo to Cincinnati. 

The estimated cost of each waterway of 
the prescribed dimensions is: Eastern 
route, $12,200,372; Central route, $18,004,165; 
Western route, $23,011,374. 

In the opinion of the board the construc- 
tion of a canal of such dimensions, or apart 
from an adequate improvement of the Ohio 
River, would not be advisable. 
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CHICAGO IS NEARLY BARRED OUT. 


Hearings on Anti-Option Postponed 
to Give Her Delegation a Chance. 

Washington, D. C., March 4.—[{Special.]— 
A telegram from W. T. Baker asking Con- 
gressman Aldrich when hearings wceuld be 
granted on the anti-option bill stirred up the 
Chicago Comeressman this forenoon, for he 
had no intimation that such a thing was even 
in prospect.

There was 
not the slightest intimation that such a 
thing was even contemplated, but luckily 
matters have come around all right and I 
expect a delegation of Chicago business- 
men to put in an appearance here next 
Monday in accordance with my suggestion.”

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ANALYSIS OF SNOW DUST.

RESULT OF THE INVESTIGATION BY 
THE WEATHER BUREAU.

Specimens Collected in the Vicinity 
of Chicago Last Month Show a 
Large Per Cent of Clear Crystal of 
Silex and the Rest Alluvium or 
Partly Disintegrated Grass Leaves 
—Similar Fall in January, 1895—Its 
Fertilizing Properties. | 

Washineton, D. C., March 4.—[Special.]— 

Samples of the so-calied black snow which 

fell in the vicinity-of Chicago last month 

were sent to the Weather Bureau here for in- 
vestigation. This snow dust was taken from 
the top of the snow eight miles northwest of 

Chicago. When the snow and sand were 

mixed with water the mush became black, 

but soon dried and turned a grayish color. 

It was found a large per cent consisted of 

clear crystal of silex and the rest alluvium, 

or partly disintegrated grass leaves. 
Specimens were sent to the Division of 

Vegetable and Physical Pathology at the 

Department of Agriculture for chemical 

analysis. After being put through the cus- 

tomary microscopic and analytical tests 
they were returned to the Weather Bureau 
with the following report: 
Similar Fall in January, 1895. 
“This dust is in every way identical with 
similar material sent from the Weather 

Bureau a year ago. Statements made in re- 

gard to the material at that time will apply 


in the present case. 

“ According to the reports at the Weather 
Bureau there was a similar fall of black 
snow in January, 1895, which is discussed as 
follows: ‘Along the advancing edge of a 
cold wave Jan.,(11 and 12, 1895, there fell 
throughout a large part of Indiana and 
Kentucky a shower of dust in connection 
with snow. It does not appear this dust was 
the nucleus of snow flakes, but it was Inter- 
mingled in the air with snow or fell with the 
wind that preceded the second snow fall.’ 
Considerable interest having been excited 
and numerous inquiries beink addressed to 
the Weather Bureau, circulars of inquiry 
were sent with a view to obtaining samples 
of the dust and some idea of its geographical 
distribution. Some of the observers obtained 
samples which were forwarded to the 
Weather Bureau for examination and re- 
ferred to the experts of the Department of 
Agriculture, with a request to subject them 
to a microscopical and chemical examina- 
tion. 

“As a result of this investigation it was 
: found the soil is made up largely of silt 
mixed with organic matter. A number of 
fresh water alg@w could be distinguished, 
although they had evidently been dead and 
dried a long time. Two of these indicated 
the source of the dirt was the bottom of some 
shallow lake, pond, or marsh, although the 
two alg@- usually grow in water compara- 
tively fresh and seldom dries up completely. 
it would be well to look for some such place 
as this on the witdward side near where this 
inaterial was gathered. It is, however, light 
enough to be carried some distance by. & 
The plants found have wide 
distribution and are common all over In- 
diana, and, in fact, all over North America. 


Fertilizing Properties. 
“In .addition to the microscopical exam- 


' ination a physical examination was made 


of this dust owing to the idea widely dis- 
seminated throughout the West this fine 
material was especially valuable as a fer- 
tilizer. A summary of the reports submit- 
ted from time to time stated a smal! sam- 
ple of a black earth said to have heen de- 
posited upon the snow near Rockville, Ind., 
in such an amount and under such conditions 
as to be popularly known as black snow 
has been subjected toa mechanical analysis 
which showed this dust material to be al- 
most identical with the loéss formation that 
covers extensive areas in Illinois, Indiana, 
Nebraska, and adjoining States. 

‘‘ An analysis of an upland loess near Vir- 
ginia City, Cass County, Ill., is identical 
in composition with the sample of black 
snow from Indiana. This loess from Illinois 
iy in all probability a wind deposit. Analy- 
sis of a river loess from the same locality 
is similar to the upland loess except it has 
a larger proportion of small sand and a 
smaller proportion of clay. These are typic- 
alt of a large number of samples examined 
from the State of Illinois. There is a long- 
standing controversy over the origin of the 
loess formation of the Northwest and certain 
portions of the loess formation of Asia are 
krfown to be wind déposits, and there is 
strong presumptive evidence much of the 
Western States is likewise a 
wind deposit. 


Loess Soils of the West. 


“Of twenty-seven samples of snow dust 
examined, mostly obtained from Indiana, all 
are idenfical in texture to the first sample. 
.These samples represent dust which has 
been suspended in the air and blown from 
place to place, and they have the same tex- 
ture as.the typical loess soils of the West, 
containing a large percentage, 50 to 70 per 
cent, of silt, with comparatively little clay 
and practically no sand. It is such materia] 
as would be expected in any moderate dust 
storm, and could have been carried consid- 
erable distances. 

“ Large tracts of loess exist in Nebraska, 
Kansas, Iowa, and southward to the Gulf. 
In some places its depth amounts to 100 feet 
cr more. This light soil is easily raised and 
carried by the strong winds of our Western 
plains; instances have occurred in which 
six inches of surface soil has been blown 
away from freshly cultivated fields in the 
course of a single wind storm. Dust caught 
Jan. 12 between two layers of snow in Indi- 
ana did not differ in any material respect 
from that which is daily present in the at- 
mosphere of that region, but its presence 
on top of the snow rendered it easy to gather 
the dustfall without contamination with the 
soil already existing.” 


STATUE FOR SPINNER BELATED. 


Women Anxious to Show Gratitude to 
Their Great Benefactor. 

Washington, D. C., March 4.—[{Special.]— 
There is another statue controversy before 
Congress growing out of the efforts on the 
part of the women of the Spinner Memorial 
Association to havea bronze heroic size figure 
of the first Treasurer of the United States 
placed at one of the approaches to the Treas- 
ury Department, the north entrance being 
preferred. 

A resolution was introduced early in the 
Fifty-fourth Congress authorizing the loca- 
tion of the Spinner statue and the subject 
was referred to the Committee on the Li- 
brary. Congressman Amos Cummings of 
New York submitted a favorable report un 
the resolution today, and in doing so gave 
some interesting facts concerning the author 
of the famous and pecullar signature on the 
first greenbacks issued by the United States. 
Money for this statue was raised by the Gen. 
Spinner Memorial Association, composed 
entirely of women, as a tribute of their 
gratitude for his efforts on behalf of the em- 
ployment of wdmen in the public service. 
During the war, when many of the male 
clerks joined the army, Treasurer Spinner 
suggested to Secretary Salmon P. Chase the 
advisability of employing women in the gov- 
ernment offices and carried this innovation 
oO gape although not without much op- 

on. 

n 1862 he started the work in the Treasury 
Department with seven female employés, 
and his example was followed by the ofher 
departments until today there are more than 
6,000 women employed by the General Gov- 
ernment. He was President Lincoln’s ap- 
pointment as Treasurer of the United States 
and his name appeared first on the green- 
back currency of the Federal Government. 
He signed the different series of paper money 
in a singular handwriting, which he culti- 
vated in order to prevent counterfeiting. 

After serving as Treasurer from March 
16, 1861, to June 30, 1875, Gen. Spinner re- 
signed his office on account of failing health. 
Before his resignation was accepted the 
money in the Treasury was counted, and 
when the result showed a small discrepancy 
many days were spent in recounting and ex- 
amining the books of accounts until finally 
the mistake was discovered.

The cause of his en- 
tire approbation of his daughter’s betrothal 
is made apparent in his fear of the officer’s 
skill in detecting crime. The betrothal 
ceremony is gone through in all its rural 
simplicity, the bells jangle, and the 
wretched man leads in the dance with 
frenzy shining through his eyes. The gloat- 
ing over the money.gave full opportunity 
for a display of the control of the muscles 
about the mouth, which give a look of senil- 
ity to the face, such as no one but Sir Henry 
Irving has. 

The last act shows the going to bed of the 
innkeeper. Left by his wife and daughter 
he bursts out into exultation at the consum- 
mation of his desire. Christian, his son-in- 
law, is so bounden to him that his skillasa 
detective, already shown in a brief conver- 
sation, is enlisted for the concealment of the 
crime. He shall sleep without a dream, and 
the curtains about his bed are drawn. The 
orchestra plays the ‘“ Lorelei’’ for some 
mysterious reason, and the rising of a cur- 
tain in the rear of the stage displays a court 
of justice with Mathias arraigned before its 
bar. 

Throughout this scene the light shines 
upon the condemned man, the presence of 
Judges and jury being but faintly seen. 
The accusations of the President of the 
court (Mr. Tyars) come ringing out of the 
gloom. It is adjudged that the famous mes- 
merist be called in, and in a hypnotic sleep 
he acts out his crime. His condemnation 
follows. The bells jangle, the lights rise 
again, and as the wedding guests burst in 
the door ‘Mathias is borne from his bed to 
die. n

W. J. CAMPBELL IS DEAD. 


PASSES AWAY PAINLESSLY SUR- 
ROUNDED BY HIS FAMILY. 


His Sufferings Alleviated and Life 
Prolonged by the Administration 
of Oxygen Until His Daughter Ar- 
rives—Resigned to His Fate and 
Regretful Only Because His Wife 
Could Not Be with Him—Funeral 
Arrangements Not Yet Made. 


William J. Campbell, Republican Nation- 
al committeeman for Illinois, and promi- 
nent Chicagoan and lawyer, is dead. 

The end came shortly before 2 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon at his home in River- 
side and was the result of the attack of 
pneumonia from which he had been ill for 
ten days. He was unconscious for two hours 
before his death, but before that time rec- 
ognized members of his family and friends 
who were at the bedside. 

He was kept alive by copious administra- 
tions of oxygen from a late hour on Tuesday 
night, it being his wish that he should see 
his daughter Mary once more. 

Miss, Campbell, who is attending school 
at Northampton, Mass., arrived at her home 
a little before 7 o’clock in the morning. She 
was with her father until the end came at 
1:58 p. m. 

Tuesday night his condition was so low 
a@ consultation of physicians was called by 
the family physician, Dr. E. A. Van Tuyl, 
and the oxygen treatment, at first at hour- 
ly intervals‘and later almost continuously, 
Was decided upon. Under this treatment he 
suffered much less pain and his life was 
undoubtedly prolonged. 

The consulting physicians were Dr. Frank 
Billings, Dr. Julius W. Oswald of the Alex- 
ian Brothers’ Hospital, Dr. Edwards, and 
ag Beach Loomis of: the County Hos- 
pital. 

Last Hours Were Peaceful. 

Toward the early morning it was feared 
Mr. Campbell might not survive, as he was 
very weak. The coming of his daughter 
seemed to cheer him and he remained for 
several hours with her clasped in his arms. 
Not until 12 o’clock did he relapse into un- 
consciousness, and after that it was only 
question of a short time when the end shouk 
come. He passed away quietly and without 
a trace of pain. 

With the exception of his wife, whois rest- 
ing at Passavant Hospital from a recent 
operation, Mr. Campbell's entire immediate 
family were at the bedside. There were also 
present his partner, J. R. Custer, his brother- 
in-law, William J. McEldowney; State Sena- 
tor Humphrey; the Rev. C:C. Snyder, pastor 
of the Riverside Presbyterian Church, which 
Mr. Campbell attended; J..J. Bryant and 
Mrs. Bryant; Frank Frederick and J. M. 
Cameron. 

Mr. Campbell leaves a widow, his daughter 
Mary, and four sons—William J. Jr., 17 
years; Herbert, 15 years; Allan, 11 years; and 
edward; 8 years. 

His aged father and mother are both very 
ill, the former critically. His youngest son 
is not sick, as was reported yesterday. 

Mrs. Campbell, while grief-stricken at the 
news, bore it bravely when she was told in 
the afternoon. Her condition is regarded as 
reassuring, and it is hoped it will not be long 
before she can be out. 

The funeral services will be held at the 
Riverside Presbyterian Church Friday at 
2:30 o’clock, the Rev. C. C. Snyder officiating. 
After the church services the body will be 
taken to Forest Home Cemetery for inter- 
ment. 

Loved Practical Philanthropy. 

Mr. Campbell took great interest in the 
Armour Mission and the Armour Institute 
of Technology, of both which institutiens 
he was atrustee. His sons attended the in- 
stitute, and he also supported five students 
there. 

Dr. Frank W. Gunsaulus, President of the 
institution, said of him last evening: 

‘* Armour Institute is profoundly afflicted 
in the death of Mr. Campbell. He has been 
one of the trustees of the mission for years, 
and was one of the first to see that Mr. 
Armour’s great plans at the mission would 
issue in another institution associated with 
it, such as the Armour Institute of Technol- 
ogy. ma 

‘*Mr. Campbell was a fine type.of the 
American Scotch-Irishman. In his very 
blood there ran the currents which have 
made educational institutions wherever the 
Scotch-Irishman has found citizenship... I 
have never known a man who was so busy 
as Mr. Campbell who was more deeply 
grateful for the opportunity of working in 
the direction of practical education. 

‘‘Mr. Campbell was a lover of fine litera- 
ture and art, and he saw that to make a 
man merely a mechanic, or chemist, or elec- 
trician, was to ruin the man so completely 
that he could not put into his professional 
life any large inspiration; he therefore be- 
came an eager advocate of this better edu- 
cation of mind and heart, in order that the 
hand might be thoroughly trained.’”’ 


CAUSES SURPRISE IN WASHINGTON.

lllinois Delegation Says Mr. Campbell 
Will Be Missed. 

Washington, D. C., March 4.—[Special.}]— 
The death of National Committeeman Will- 
iam J. Campbell caused general regret among 
the Illincis Congressmen. Joseph Cannon 
was surprised and grieved, He said: 

‘‘He was eminent as a citizen, lawyer, 
and legislator, and his loss is serious not 
only to his family but to the State of 
Illinois.”’ 

Senator Cullom said: ‘‘ We will miss Mr. 
Campbell more than I can say, for he was 
a valuable man to the Republican party.” 

Gen. Henderson after expressing his re- 
gret declared Illinois had lost an able and 


useful citizen. 

Representative Belknap said: “ Mr. 
Campbell was a man for whom lI nad the 
highest regard socially as well politically. 
On every occasion it became necessary for 
me to have any dealings with him I was 
treated with the greatest courtesy and con- 
sideration. By his untimely taking off we 
have lost a good citizen, and the Republican 
party one of its best and most ene rgetic 
workers.” 

‘‘T can hardly realize this news is true,” 
said Congressman Lorimer, “ for I had not 
heard Mr. Campbell was sick. I know, 
however, that he had been very much wor- 
ried about the illness of his wife, but noth- 
ing I have received from Illinois led me to 
think he was even indisposed.”’ 

County Treasurer Kochersperger said: 
“This news is a terrible blow to all who 
knew and liked Mr. Campbell, for when he 
made a friend he neyer lost him.”’ 


Mother Superior Mary Veronica. 

Mary Veronica, Mother Superior of the 
little Company of Mary, nursing sisters, 
died at the convent, No. 4124 Indiana ave- 
nue, yesterday. Mother Veronica’s life has 
been passed in nursing the sick, whether 
Protestant or Catholic, and relieving the 
sufferings of the poor. She was born in 
Dublin in 1845, and was graduated from ths 
Cobra convent, and assumed a position as 
Mother Superior at the Roman Catholic 


convent in Limerick. Her work called her 


to Rome, where she remained until 1892, 
when she camé to Chicago and became the 
head of the Little Company of Mary. 
Mother Veronica’s funeral will be held at 
St. Elizabeth’s Church tomorrow morning 
at 0:30 and the burial will be in Calvary Cem- 
etery.

Tur Weather. Bureau at Washington re- 
ports the results of analytical examination 
of samples of the so-called black snow that 
fell in this city and vicinity the night of Feb.

FOSS IS RENOMINATED. 

The convention for the Seventh Cong??s- 
sional District, which met in this city yes- 
terday, renominated George E. Foss unani- 
mously, after his opponents saw he could 
not be beaten. The convention obeyed the 
will of the people, which has been expressed 
unmistakably ever since the announcement 
—wWhich proved to be an erroneous one— 
was made he was not to be allowed to go 
back to Congress, ; 

The Republican voters insisted on having 
the man of their choice, and they got him. 
Mr. Foss made a plucky fight, with the odds 
seemingly heavily against him, and he bas 
come out ahead. It is creditable to the dis- 
trict that such is the case. It shows that 
the voters have sense enough to know when 
they have a good representative, and to 
keep him in office even though many of the 
party leaders were determined to have some 
one else. 

For it can be said with perfect truth, and 
without any wish to disparage other candi- 
dates, that while Mr. Foss could have 
claimed the nomination on the ground that 
it is customary to give a Congressman two 
terms, he was entitled to two years more of 
office because he was far and away the best 
man in the field. 

Before the next Congress adjourns sine 
die the Seventh District will be very proud 
of Mr: Foss. He will have made a dis- 
tinguished name for himself and will have 
reflected credit on his constituents. This 
city will turn to him unhesitatingly when it 
wants anything done in Congress, and will 
not turn to him in vain. Onthe floor and in 
committee his services will be valuable. 

The result in this district is full of instruc- 
tion for local political leaders. It ought to 
teach them that their tenure of office is not 
as sure as they fancied, and that the wisest 
course for them to pursue to avoid disaster 
is to keep close to the people—to learn their 
wishes and then obey them, with seeming 
if not with real cheerfulness. 
that they will not-run the risk of being dis- 
credited and dethroned. The little lesson 
of Tuesday and Wednesday will be very 
useful to various gentlemen in this county if 
they will take its teachings to heart and not 
interfere with the popular choice when 
there is one. 

But whether they do or do not the fact re- 
mains that Mr. Foss has got the nomination 
to which he was fairly entitled—has got it by 
reason of his superiof qualifications, the 
‘appreciation of them by the voters, and the 
gallant fight he has made. The district and 
the city have secured a representative on 
whom they can rely under any and all cir- 
cumstances, and who will more than justify 
the praisés which competent judges have 
bestowed upon him. 


THE RESULT IN THE TWENTY-FIFTH 
WARD. 


That which happened at the Twenty-fifth 
Ward primaries on Tuesday shows how 
irresistible the power of the voters is when 
they choose to exercise it, and how easy it 
is for them to smash any “ machine,” no 
matter how well organized it may be, which 
sets itself up in opposition to them. 

In the fall of 1894 the Twenty-fifth Ward 
cast 5,300 votes for the Republican candi- 
date. It was assumed by that member of 
the “ combine ” who lived in the ward and 
believed he owned it that not over one- 
fourth of the Republicans would go to the 


primaries, and that of that one-quarter his 


subordinates and those .whom they were 
able to control—the regular army of the 
*“ machine "—would constitute much more 
than a majority. 

It turned out, however, to his surprise 
that the voters took an active instead of a 
passive interest in the result of the pri- 
maries. A majority of them not only pre- 
ferred Candidate Foss to Candidate Boyce, 
but were willing to put themselves to some 
inconvenience to prove that such was the 
case. ? 


The vote cast at the primaries was 3,060, 


or nearly three-fifths of the vote of a year 
and a half ago. This is unexampled. The 
Foss delegates got 2,085 votes and the 
Boyce ones 975. Had there been a full 
vote the “ machine ” would have got only a 
handful more, for the ward was raked and 
scraped to get those which were cast. Foss 
would have had 2,000 more. 

The primaries were fair, though the “ ma- 
chine” had the committeeman and judges. 
Primaries always are fair when there is 
such a turnout as there was day before yes- 
terday. Cheating is. not attempted under 
such circumstances, for it will not be tol- 


erated. A majority which knows its rights. 
and.is determined to have them cannot be 


deprived of them. | 
’ ‘The lesson of the Twenty-fifth Ward pri- | 
maries is that no “machine,” no matter. 


how strongly intrenched it may be or how 
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them, then they can break the shackles of 
any “combine” as easily as Samson did 
the cords which bound him. 

The result in the Twenty-fifth Ward is a 
notice to “ reformers ” that the path to re- 


form lies through the primaries. 


THE ITALIAN CRISIS. 

The Italian army in Abyssinia has met 
with a crushing defeat, and this has pre- 
cipitated the long pending crisis at home. 
All Italy is convulsed with the news that 
its soldiers were caught in a trap, five or 
ten thousand of the number killed after a 
gallant fight, and all the reserve ammuni- 
tion, the provision stores, and the artillery 
captured by the enemy. Terrible riots are 
reported to have occurred in each of sev- 
eral Italian cities, and the troops have had 
to fire on the mobs. The Socialists are tak- 
ing advantage of the situation to raise their 
dangerous howls, and there is a general de- 
mand for the resignation of Crispi and the 
dispatching of strong reinforcements to the 
seat of war in Africa. 

The present trouble dates back about 
twenty years. In 1885 the Abyssinians 
were fighting the Turks, and Italy deemed 
the opportunity a favorable one for “ col- 
onizing” in Africa. Its troops took pos- 
session of a coaling station called Masso- 
wah, planting their flag beside that of the 
Turks. The latter soon withdrew, leav- 
ing the Italians in possession of that place 
and several villages’ in the neighborhood. 
The Italians subsequently pushed south 
and into the interior, were resisted, and met 
with considerable loss. They made a 
treaty with Menelek soon after he ascended 
the throne in 1889, by the terms of which 
Humbert was to “ protect” the country in 
return for holding the territory acquired 
earlier. Menelek was dissatisfied, how- 
ever, claiming that he had been deceived 
and that he never understood the treaty 
rave the Italians a protectorate. About a 
yegr ago some of the lesser chiefs quar- 
reled among themselves, and found fault 
with Menelek and with the Italians. The 
latter fact furnished an excuse for Crispi 
to resolve on war in earnest, and he did so 
contrary to the wishes of Humbert, who is 
said to have feared the result. His fears 
were justified. The smaller chiefs rallied 
to the support of their King, and now only 
one of them is opposed to him. The war 
has been terribly expensive to the Italians, 
as well as disastrous to the troops, who 
have had to carry their weapons and food 
stores of every kind on muleback over a 
range of high mountains. And all this for 
the “ right ” to possess a tract of land which 
is a burning desert, except a few green 
patches in the valleys. 

The Italian army in Abyssinia has been 
at great disadvantage in point of numbers, 
besidés having to deal with an enemy inured 
to the climate. 
with a total of 60,000 men, but this includes 
the many who have died from wounds and 
disease in the last six months. Against 
them are arrayed nearly 200,000 men, de- 


scribed as * born fighters and as tough as | 


leather.” This army at first was supplied 
with only 40,000 rifles, but now is undetr- 
stood to have a good stock of arms and am- 
munition, with French artillerymen direet- 
ing the work of the big guns. It also is 
stuted that King Menelek recently opened 
negotiations with the Czar, professing a 
Wish to have the Abyssinian Christians 
unite with the Greek Church, but in reality 
Wanting military support from Russia. 
This introduces the possibility of a foreign 
intervention which would leave the Abys- 
sinian “‘ ruler ” with very little to say about 
the government of his own country in case 
Italy is forced to retire. So, in any event, 
there may be an important remodeling of 
the political maps of the world as a conse- 
quence of the unjustifiably aggressive policy 
of Italy in Africa. 

It may be taken for granted that Italy 
will have a new ministry, and with it per- 
haps a new foreign policy. Crispi cannot 
stand against the storm his actions have in- 
vited. It now has to be decided whether 
his African policy shall be carried out or 
nbandoned. For the moment the voice of 
the Italian people is for war, but it is not 
impossible wiser counsels will prevail in 
harmony with the views of King Humbert 
and many influential men in Italy who be- 
lieved from the outset the war was neither 
just nor politic. It may not be difhcult to 
convince the people that with a bankrupt 
treasury and a bad cause thé wiser course 
would be to withdraw from Abyssinian soil 
and make with Austria a pair of prominent’ 
European countries which are content with- 
out possessions in Africa. 


DISCREPANCIES IN ASSESSMENTS. 

The Mayor's valuation committee, com- 
posed of well-informed real estate men and 
competent builders, has handed him a par- 
tial report giving the fair cash value of 
lands and improvements between the river 
and Madison street and State street and the 
South Branch. They put it at 107 millions. 
The Assessor returned it last year ata little 
less than eleven millions. 

He put down the land at a twelfth of the 
actual value and the improvements at a 
sixth. This discrepancy seems to be due 
to the fact that while the buildings have 
been depreciating in value and the lots in- 
creasing, the old assessments are faithfully 
copied by one Assessor after another. 

That on the average the real estate in the 
original town should be assessed at a tenth 
of its fair cash value is a matter of no con- 
sequence, providing that real estate in all 
other sections of the city is assessed in the 
same proportion, and providing also that 
there are no inequalities in the assessment 
of property in that part of the South Side 
where the committee has been at work, 

It has discovered such inequalities, how- 
ever, and they are so glaring in their nature 
that the Assessor to be chosen next month 
vannot afford to repeat them. One piece of 
property on Dearborn street, worth a quar- 
ter of a million, is assessed at $10,000, or 
o wenty-fifth of its true value. In an- 
ot case the selling value of a lot is $40,- 
000, and yet taxes are paid ona valuation 
of one-thirtieth that. One piece of prop- 
erty worth $8,000 is assessed at $2,000. 
An adjoining one worth the smaller sum is 
assessed at $8,000. . 

If such grave discrepancies are found in 
that small part of the city which has been 
gone over it must be taken for granted that 
they exist in all other sections and that the 
bitter complaints which have been made for 
a year or more about-unequal assessments, 
which compel some to pay heavier taxes 
than they should and enable others to pay 
too little, are not without cause. 

Such inequalities ought not to be suffered 
to exist. Just taxation is a heavy enough 
burden, but unjust taxation is intolerable. 
The Mayor’s committee is going to make a 


valuation as far south as Twelfth street. 


Therefore the South Town Assessor will 
have the data which will enable him to 
make a proportionately fair assessment 
from the river to Twelfth street. But he

TONE OF THE FOREIGN PRESS. 


One of ghe most interesting developments. 


in the series of international complications 
involving this country, which began with 
President Cleveland’s Venezuelan message, 
has been the almost unanimous hostility of 
the foreign press. It is also perhaps the 
most surprising to us, as, having never 
meddled in international politics, we were 
genuinely without jealousies, and cherished 
only mild prejudices, believing contentedly 
that all nations felt friendly toward- the 
United States. 

It came somewhat as a shock when the 
dispute which concerned only England di- 
rectly brought forth a chorus of disapproval 


for the course of this country from the lead- |

ing newspapers of all Europe. Accustomed 


as Americans are to making allowances.for 


the ignorance habitually displayed by the 
European press in dealing with affairs on 
this side of the water, it seemed rather in- 
comprehensible that Germany, Austria, 
Italy, and France should take up England's 
quarrel, and bitterly condemn the Amer 
ican side of the contention, even without 
waiting to find out what it was all about. 

There is reason to believe that the masses 
of most of these European nations cherish 
sentiments of the strongest friendship for 
the United States. Their families and 
neighbors have emigrated to this country 
and we have a cousinly relation with all of 
them. Only with England have we warred, 
and, despite the tone of the London jour- 
nals, frequent evidences of the friendship 
of the British masses for the United States 
have been displayed. Verhaps with Spain 
we have been less in touch than with any 
other nation.

FUNERAL OF |. H. BACHELDER, 
He Was Once One of the Most Widely 
eHnown Men in Chicago, 

The funeral of I. H. Bachelder, one of the 
early settlers of Chicago, took place yester- 
day from his late home, No. 435 South 
Leavitt street. Mr. Bachelder was 74 years 
old. He came to Chicago by boat in the 

early ‘50s from Buffalo. | 

During the war he opened a restaurant 

at No, 440 State street, which soon became 
famous as the resort for professional men. 
The place became known to all travelers 
and made its owner a fortune. It was 
destroyed in the big fire, but was immediate- 
ly rebuilt and held ¥ts prestige up <o the 
time it was ‘sold in 1885. 
His only child, a dauchter, married John 
Baldwin, who was the manager cf the 
restaurant. After it was sold it gradually 
lost patronage and a few days ago it was 
closed to satisfy judgments for debt. 

In 1885 Mr. Bachelder opened a restaurant 
at No. 35 Adams street.

SAY YERKES IS THE MAN, 


WEST JACKSON STREET RESIDENTS 
CALL HIM LIBERAL. 


They Find Out Their Assessment for 
Making the Boulevard Is Only Sia 
Front Foot, While the Cost Will Be 
Eight Times That Amount—The So- 
lution of the Mystery Is Found ina 
Transaction Wherein the Street 
Car Magnate Figures. 

Just whom they should thank for the good 
fortune which has befallen them the West 
Jackson street property-owners and resi- 
dents don’t know, but they are rejoicing be- 
cause they will have to pay a special as- 
sessment of only $1 a foot for converting 
Jackson street into a boulevard. To do this 
work will cost eight times the amount of 
the assessment, and the Jackson street peo- 


ple feel some one has presented them with 


the difference. 

Naturally they would like to know the 
philanthropist who is willing 'to beautify 
their street at his own expense, but no one 
can they find who will acknowledge the 
impeachment. 

Members of the West Park Board smile 
when questioned, and say the money will be 
forthcoming at the proper time. They are 
confident a number of public-minded West 
Side men will raise the necessary amount 
if called on to doso. No one has offered to 
contribute any money toward meeting the 
deficit, they hasten to add, but they feel 
they have only to state their necessities, and 
& great wave of generosity will flood their 
coffers with money. Then they refer all 
further inquiries to the city officials. 


City Hall Advice. 

At the City Hall the same state of affairs 
exists. No one knows who is to pay the 
bills, but all feel sure they will be paid. For 
further information a grateful populace is 
advised to call on the West Park Board or 
on the committee of business-men which 
was working to save Jackson street from 
the clutches of the Central Electric com- 
pany. 

George Birkhoff Jr., Chairman of the 
committee'in question, knows no more than 
the city officials or the West Park Commis- 
Ssioners. He, too, pins his faith on certain 
unknown West Side philanthropists, and is 
Sure there will be an abundance of money 
to meet all requirements. 

What then is the explanation, and who is 
the man of bountiful gifts who hides his 
identity so well? ; 

Two months ago Mr. Yerkes had an ordi- 
nance drawn up granting him permission to 
lay street railway tracks in Jackson street, 
between Halsted street and the river, and to 
operate this line as part of the West Chicago 
Street railway system, which Mr. Yerkes 
controls. At this same time a street rail- 
way company, backed by the Central Elec- 
tric company, prepared a similar ordinance. 
and set about to secure its adoption. Jack- 
son street thus became a bone of conten- 
tion over which two big corporations fought 
long and hard. Mr. Yerkes apparently 
fought a losing battle for a time, and every- 
thing pointed to the ultimate succass of 
the rival company. 

A trolley line in Jackson street, as Mr. 
Yerkes well knew, would prove a serious 
rival to his West Chicago company. Mr. 
Yerkes saw it would be far better to bar out 
any street railway line from the coveted 
street than to allow it to fall into the grasp 
of the rival company. : | 

What Mr. Yerkes Found. 

Did the people want Jackson street, east of 
Halsted street, converted into a _ boule- 
vard as was that portion of the street west 
of Halsted street? . The property-owners 
would like nothing better, his agents soon 
learned, but they could not afford it. When 
the western portion of the street was turned 
over to the Park Commissioners the abutting 
property was assessed $12 a front foot. The 
improvements cost two-thirds of this, but 
the struggle to raise the necessary amount 
to-meet the assessment was not recalled 
with pleasure by the property-owners. So

Through the tnfluence of the Chicago mem- 

bers of the G. A. R. the original project of 

building a G. A. R. memorial hall in the 

north end of the new Public Library Build- 


ing is to be carried out accordin 
to plan 
first made. . : 


This proposition was at one time in jeop- 
ardy, owing to the cut made in the library 
appropriation by the Finance committee. 

Under pressure brought by the Memorial 
Hall Association the Mayor consented to 
veto the item of appropriation for the li- 
brary and recommend an increase sufficient 
to enable the directors of the library to 
fully complete the Memorial Hall as origi- 
— contemplated. 

t is a mystery to some of the taxpa fers 
why the directors of the library, in building 
a library building, are at the same time con- 
structing a G. A. R. memorial hall, the con- 
nection _between a public library and a 
soldiers” memorial hall not being clear. In 
1889 the Legislature of this State gave the 
north quarter of the park on which the new 
library building stands to the soldiers on 
which to erect a memorial hall. 

In 1891 another act was passed authorizing 


thedirectors of the Chicago Public Library to. 


take possession of the whole of the park 
and erect a building, provided they first 
purchased the interest held by the soldiers 
in the north quarter and in the new build- 
ing to be erected construct a Grand Army 
memorial hall. A contract was subsequent- 
ly made with the soldiers for the north 
quarter whereby they surrendered the same, 
the directors of the library agreeing, in con- 
sideration thereof, to construct and com- 
plete in the north end of the building a 
memorial hall. . 

It was the fear that this agreement could 
not be carried out, under the appropriation 
as it stood, that caused the soldiers to rally 


to the support of the directors of the library 


in their efforts to increase the appropriation. 
ei is believed this memorial hall, when com- 

leted, will be the finest hall of the char- 
acter in the country. 


HOG BUTCHERS OUT ON A STRIKE. 
Fifty Men at Swift's Quit Because ofa 
Summer Schedule. 

Fifty hog butchers in the employ of Swift 
& Co. at the Stock-Yards went out on strike 
yesterday. When they did so they hindered 
for a brief moment the work of others who 
were dependent on the labor the butchers 
performed. ; 

The strike was caused by the firm putting 
the summer schedule into effect,, which re- 
duced the wages of the butchers 50 cents a 
day.

WESTERN SOCIETY OF ENGINEERS 
ON ARCHITECTURAL COMMISSION. 


Bill Is Now Before Congress and Does 
Not Provide There Shall Be a Civil 
Engineer Associated with the Ar- 
chitects—Wants This Omission Cor- 
rected by an Amendment—Legisia- 
tion Recommended to Better San- 
itary Conditions in This State. 

At a meeting of the Western Society of 
Engineers held last evning in the Monadnock 
Building a committee was appointed to co- 
operate with other committees in procuring 
better sanitary regulations in Illinois. A 
resolution was passed urging the House bill 
providing for public buildings be so amend- 
ed that a civil engineer should be associated 
with the architect in the supervision and con- 
struction of them. 

President John F. Wallace called the meet- 
ing to order. D. W. Mead of Rockford, IIl., 
introduced. the subject of State legislation 
in sanitary matters. 

“It is necessary,’’ he said,“‘ the State Legis- 
lature should pass laws to improve the san- 
itary conditions of the State. At a meeting 
of the State Board of Health at Galesburg, 
Ill., it was decided to invite the cojperaton 
of the Western Socety of Enginéers and that 
of the State Medical Society and the State 
University in urging our legislators to act 
promptly and wisely in this matter. Work 


University.” 

A committee of three will be appothted by 
the President to represent the engineers. 

President Wallace spoke of the bill now 
under consideration in the House of Repre- 
Sentatives providing for the designing andl 
constructing of all public buildings by a 
Commission on Public Architecture. 

“This bill,” he said, “ was introduced by 
Congressman Aldrich, It provides that the 
President, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of. the Senafe, shall appoint a Commis- 
sion on Public Architecture consisting of 
men of scientific ahd artistic attainments 


cers of the Engineer Corps of the United 
States Army. It is unquestionable the best 
results can be obtained by the association 
of engineers and arehitects. The province 
of the engineer is to determine the arrange- 
ment of the skeleton construction and the 
nature and stability of the foundation, that 
of the architect is to decorate such construc- 
tion and supervise the artistic arrangement 
of the material. , 

“It would, therefore, seem eminently 
proper at least one civil engineer of high 
scientific attainments and large practical 
experience should have a place on such com- 
‘mission. 

“Believing this, I have written to Mr. 
Aldrich and to each of the Presidents of the 


setting forth the reasons I have suggested.”" 
Resolutions were passed, which were of- 
fered by John Lundie, indorsing the action 
of the President, and making it the sense of 
the society the bill should be so amended. 
A paper, “* Relative Cost of Rock Excava- 
tion by Use of the Several Devices in Ope- 
ration on the Chicago Drainage Canal,” 
prepared by W. G. Potter, was read by the 
Secretary. '

Nationalists Join Hands in Central 
Music Hall and Listen to Speeches 
by P. H. Keenan and the Kev. F. L. 
Reynolds — Resolutions Adopted— 
Confederated Irish Societies Have 
Their Memorial Meeting in Apollo 
Hall and Discuss Cuban Patriotism. 

Irish Nationalists paid tribute last night 
to Robert Emmet, Erin’s martyr in the 
cause of freedom, a tribute in which the 
note of pathos was blended with the ring of 
patriotism and the incisive protest of a peo- 
ple against what it termed the inhumanity 
and wrong of oppression. Eulogy of the 
hero merged into a denunciation of En- 
giand and English rule. 

It was the 118th anniversary celebration 
of Emmet’s birth, held in Central Music 
Hall under the auspices of the Irish.Na- 
tionalists of Chicago. Every seat was taken 
and a fringe of eager faces lined the foyer. 
The green of Ireland's national flag blended 
with the red, white,-and blue of the Amer- 
ican flag in the decorations, and through- 
out the program lore of the island home 
and loyalty to the land of adoption were 
equally conspicuous. American and Ireland 
were wedded in everything, and England 
— held up for criticism if not for execra- 
tion. 

Program Is Lively. 


The program was a medley. Stirring 


speeches were interspersed with anthems’ 


and jigs, and applause was divided between 
hand-clapping and mimic double-shuffles on 
the floor. An organ recital of Irish airs 
was rendered. Then the Clan-na-Gael 
Guards marched in and James 8. Strain 
called to order and introduced the Chairman, 
P. H. Keenan. After reverting to Emmet’s 
aims and unsuccessful efforts Mr. Keenan 
said: 

“The same question presents itself to our 
people today that occupied Emmet’s mind 
and actuated his futile and fatal appeal to 
arms—how can Ireland be freed? My fel- 
low-countrymen, it is a question of great 
magnitude. It isa question beset with many 
difficulties and surrounded by many and 
complex conditions, and any attempt to gain 
the coveted end must take into consideration 
all these conditions and circumstances. 

“It is a question that cannot be solved by 
sentiments It should be looked at from a 
cool, practical standpoint. That cool, im- 
perturbable, ~practical man, Charles Stew- 
art Parnell, did more to make the Irish peo- 
ple realize their own*power and strength 
than all the impassioned orators of the nine- 
teenth century. 


Ireland Must Arm. 


“The calm student of history, who sur- 
veys the past, naturally must come to the 
conclusion that what is called constitutional 
agitation, through efforts in the British 
Parliament has been a miserable and la- 
mentable failure. The results of such agl- 
tation, whether working for repeal of the 
union under the leadership of the brilliant 
O’Connell, or seeking home rule by follow- 
ing the tame moralist, Justin’ McCarthy, 
have invariably been dispiriting and depres- 


sing to Irish manhood and Irish patriot- 


m. a 
‘Taking into consideration every cir- 


cumstance I would dare to hazard the asser- 
tion that Ireland could alone today 
gain her independence by armed 
uprising. It is become a kind of max- 
im that England’s difficulty is _ Ire- 
land’s opportunity. But how many 
heart-breaking centuries has poor Ireland 
waited this opportunity. There is no spe- 
cial providence guiding over Ireland any 
more than there was over Poland. If our 
people desire opportunity it is their duty to 
use every effort to make the opportunity in- 
stead of waiting for it to make itself. 

** England is today, at the end of the nine- 
teenth century, the same bloody and brutal 
England that she was 700 years ago. Her 
greed for gain and conquest is still the one 
animating impulse of English statesmen. 
Her cowardly attempt to coerce weak Vene- 
zuela and to rob her of her territory has 
compelled the President of this great repub- 
lic to reiterate to the world the famous doc- 
trine of James Monroe in such forcible and 
unmistaking terms as to compel Lord Salis- 
bury to lead the British lion back snarling 
into his hypocritical lair.’’ 


Tries to Kill the Boers. 


‘* Her bloody attempt to murder the Boers 
and conquer the Transvaal Republic has 
appalled the nations of the world and has 
shown civilization that she is the same de- 
vouring, rapacious lion as when she sent 
her Cromwell to butcher the peaceable peas- 
ants in Ireland. There can never be any 
real peace in Irish hearts while the Irish 
nation is subject to the despoilers of her 
homes and the foe of her true interests. 

* It is the duty of our race, the world over, 
to organize and combine to injure English 
influence wherever it can. We should hold 
also from all contending factions now acting 
in the great farce of parliamentary agitation 
until the people across the water come to 
their sober second thought and all once more 
united with one aim and one end—complete 
liberty. 

‘“* Let our race organize and ally themselves 
together for the purpose of presenting Irish 
claim to recognition to the civilized nations 
of the earth. Let them start a crusade of the 
holy cause of Irish freedom by appealing 
to all humanity and show the world in no 
mistakable manner that it is the unan- 
imous desire of our entire people to be free. 
Let us so act fn our adopted country in what- 
ever vocation in life we may follow, that we 
may call to our aid the respect and well- 
wishes of our fellow-citizens, so that we 
may show to the world our capacity’ for 
self-government. Act thus and be united, 
vigilant, and ready at all times to take ad- 
vantage should England get into difficulties, 
end, as sure as truth will finally prevail, 
God’s justice will yet grant to our exiled 
people the long prayer of centuries, when 
Ireland shall take her place among the na- 
tions of the earth and the epitaph of Em- 
met shall be inscribed on his tomb.” 


British Ways Denounced. 


An address of the Irish Nationalists was 
then yead by M. J. Keane, recounting the 
life work of Emmet, and the following res- 
olution was adopted swith an enthusiastic 
shout of acclamation: 

“ Resolved, That we honor the memory of 
Robert Emmet as that of one who has re- 
flected by his life, his death, his unselfish 
aims, and heroic devotion, immortal luster 
on the land that gave him birth, and on the 
cause for which he died. 

“* Resolved, That we denounce as inhuman, 
barbaric, and contrary to civilized usage, the 
further detention of Irish political prisoners 
—mostly driven insane by the fiendish cru- 
elty of their jailers—in British peniten- 
tiaries, and that we would consider no re- 
prisals committed against their persecutors 
too severe in the eyes of God or man. 

“Resolved, That we pledge ourselves to do 
everything that lies in our power to propo- 
gate the principles and extend the organ- 
ization of the Irish National Alliance.”’ 


From the Clubs. 


The following from the clubs met as 
hearty approval: 

* Whereas, The English Government con- 
tinues to keep incarcerated the political 
prisoners for whose release the Irish peo- 
ple have so frequently and so earnestly pe- 
titioned, resulting in the appeals of the 
Irish race at home and abroad in behalf of 
those persecuted men being persistently 
and contemptuously ignored; and, 

“Whereas, The treatment of the prison- 
ers has been inhuman, brutal, and unwor- 
thy of any nation claiming to be civilized, 
the English jailers seeking to aggravate 
the horrors of a living tomb by depriving 
their victims of sight and reason: there- 
fore, be it 

“ Resolved, That we request our Con- 
gressional representatives to exert their 
influence with the Executive of the United 
States and demand the speedy release of 
the men so long imprisoned, and if this re- 
quest be refused it is our opinion that 
further confinement of those unfortunate 
men would justify the friends of Irish free- 
dom in resorting to any reprisals thought 
necessary to bring their oppressors to a 
sense of their duty to the common cause of 
justice and humanity.” 

The oration was delivered by the Rev. 
Francis L. Reynolds. It was for the most 
part a careful review of Emmet’s life, the 
oft-told statement of biographical incident. 

Apart from the speeches there was an in- 
teresting miscellany of songs, instrumental 
selections, and recitations of a decidedly 
Irish flavor. |

The Resolutions. 


A lengthy set of resolutions was adopted. 
They are as follows: 

‘We, the Confederated Irish Societies of 
Chicago, assembled in mass meeting to 
honor the memory of Robert Emmet, acting 
in union with the organized Nationalists of 
the United States, and having the recogni- 
tion of the only, organized Nationalists of 
Ireland, make tHe following declaration of 
our position and purpose: 

“First—We are .united for the further 
ance of the cause for which Emmet died— 
viz.: the creation of a free Ireland, in which 
all men shall have equal rights and common 
duties, irrespective of religious belief or 
racial origin, We welcome to our ranks all 
men of Irish birth or descent, provided they 
be of sound national opinions and good char- 
acter, and we do not interfere, as an organi- 
zation, in American politics. 

“Second—While affirming our belief in 
Ireland’s prerogative to recover by physical 
force the inalienable right to liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness, of which she was de- 
prived by force and fraud, we do not seek 
to impose any policy on the Irish people, and 
we protest against any and all attempts of 
men in America to dictate to them, but would 
respectfully suggest to them a united and in- 
dependent policy, like that adopted by the 
lamented Charles Stewart Parnell. 


Here's the Protest. 


“ Third—Believing that the preservation 
of the honor and purity of the national move- 
ment is absolutely essential to its final suc- 
cess, and fully -realizing the immense ad- 
vantage it has gained through the sympathy 
of the American people, we shall stop at no 
sacrifice to maintain its good name and keep 
unworthy men from being put forward as 
its representatives. We therefore protest 
against the attempt which is being made by 
a nondescript aggregation of professional 
politicians to present men who are repudiated 
by all true Irish Nationalists, as well as by 
all honorable Americans, before the Amer- 
ican people as leaders of the Irish movement, 
or as men worthy of the trust and confidence 
of Irish citizens. 

* Fourth—We denounce the Irish National 
Alliance as a fraud on the Irish people of 
this country, as under the cloak of Irish 
patriotism it is intended to be used as a 
lever by unscrupulous men on the American 
politicians in the coming campaign, by try- 
ing to make them believe they control the 
Irish vote, and as intelligent, independent 
Irish citizens we protest against any Irish 
organization being used for such a purpose, 
and we warn American politicians, irrespec- 
tive of party, that any trade made with the 
representatives of the Irish National Alli- 
ance will receive the fitting rebuke which 
it deserves from all true Irish Nationalists. 


Convention Is Denounced. 


“ Fifth—We deny that the convention held 
In this city last September, at which this 
Irish National Alliance was organized, was 
a representative convention of the Irish peo- 
ple of this country, as there was not 100 del- 
egates present from outside of Chicago. We 
denounce it as a packed convention of 
“ heelers ” of these men, picked up. in Chi- 
cago and drilled to act according to their 
orders, and that a free expression of opinion 
was not allowed honest men who attended 
it from a distance through patriotism and 
for the benefit of the Irish cause. We affirm 
that legally elected delegates were refused 
admission and that men were admitted and 
acted as delegates who did not then, nor do 
not now, belong to any Irish organization, 
and that gentlemen’s names were reported 
as being in attendance who were not present 
at any time. 

“ Sixth—-We rejoice at the success of the 
Cuban patriots struggling for independence 
and pledge our fealty to the President of the 
United States, the Senate, and the House 
of Representatives in any action they may 
take in recognizing them as belligerents. 

“ Seventh—We respectfully suggest to the 
Irish members of Parliament that they 
could take a good lesson from the Cuban 
leaders, who have, irrespective of past bick- 
erings and jealousies, united on a unan- 
imous policy for the independence of their 
country; and that their first united action 
should be a demand for the release of the 
Irish and Irish-American political prisoners 
now confined in British dungeons.” . 

John H. Brennan of Stevens Point, Wis., 


. spoke on the life, inshrrection, and execution 


of Emmet. Irish songs and melodies com- 
prised the remainder of the program. The 
entertainment concluded with a dance in 
which 300 couples participated.

SETTS PASSES AWAY IN LOWELL. 


End of a Career Which Had Been 
Filled with Honors—Three Times 
Chosen to the First Piace in the 
State Political Life After Serving 
the People Well in Various Minor 
Offices—Sketch of His Life—State 
Now Without a Governor. 

Lowell, Mass., March 5.—Gov. Greenhalge 
died at 12:30 o’clock this morning. 

Frederick Thomas Greenhalge, who was 
for a third time elected by the Republicans 

Governor of Massachusetts, was said to be 

the shrewdest, wittiest, and most popular 

of all the Republican politicians in Massa- 
chusetts. Mr. Greenhalge was an' English- 
man by birth, but came to this country in 

‘early childhood and was educated in the 


. public schools at Lowell and at Harvard 


University. He held -~a great many public 
offices, was twice elected Mayor of Lowell, 
was City Solicitor in 1888, and Representa, 
tive to the Legislature in 1885. He was sub- 
sequently elected to Congress. In 1893 Mr. 
Greenhalge was first elected Governor of 
Massachusetts, and in 1804 was reélected by 
@ substantial majority. 

Gov. Greenhalge’s last day at the State- 
House was Friday, Feb. 7, and then he re- 
mained in the Executive chamber but a few 
hours. Hé signed several acts which had 
been passed by the Legislature before leav- 
ing. At 4 o’clock in the afternoon he went 
to Springfield to take part in the dedication 
of the new State armory there. He came 
to Boston on Saturday, Feb. 8, but did not 
go to the State-House. This was the last 
time he left Lowell. 

Gov. Greenhalge’s last official act was his 
message to the Legislature on Feb. 24, an- 
nouncing the death of ex-Gov. Robinson. 

On Feb. 15 a batch of papers was sent by 
special messenger to Lowell for the Gov- 
ernor’s official signature. These consisted 
of twenty-two acts of the Legislature and 
five resolves, all of which the Governor 
signed, although forty-seven commissions 
dated Feb. 27, the last meeting of the Execu- 
tive Council, bear his signature, These com- 
missiong are all for Justices of the Peace 
and Notaries Public.  .- 

For the first time in over twenty years the 
Gubernatorial chair is vacant. During the 
lliness of Gov. Greenhalge, according to the 


Constitution, Lieut.-Gov. Roger Wolcott was 


officially known as ‘‘ Acting Governor.”’ The 
Constitution does not transmit the title of 
Governor to the second officer of the State 
in the event of the death of the first officer. 
Lieut.-Gov. Wolcott today will send a mes- 
sage to the Legislature officially notifying 
it of: the Governor’s death, and will imme- 
diately issue a public proclamation announc- 
ing to the people of the Commonwealth that 
there is a vacancy in the office of Governor. 
The Lieutenant-Governor then ceases to be 
“Acting Governor,’’ but becomes “* Lieu- 
tenant-Governor and Commander-in-Chief.”’ 


Frederick T. Greenhalge was born at 
Lancaster, England, July 19, 1842. Twelve 
years later his parents moved to Lowell, 
Mass., where the young man entered the pub- 
lic schools and won for himself, even in his 
youth, a good name as a public speaker. In 
1550 he entered Harvard College and re- 
mained there until the death of his father, 
when he took upon himself the burdens of 
caring for the family without \having been 
graduated. During an interval\of teaching 
school for a living he studied law. In 1863 he 
entered the army and was connected with 
the commissary department at Newberne, 
N. C. In 1865 he was admitted to practice 
at the bar of Middlesex County, and three 
years later began his career as a public man, 
serving in-the succeeding two years in the 
Common Council of Lowell 

In 1871 he was elected a member of the 
school board. Then, in 1880 and 1881 he was 
elected Mayor of Lowell, and followed this 
up by being elected to represent his district 
in Congress in 1888. He was defeated fora 
second term. Until 1893 he did remarkable 
work for the Republican party without seek- 
ing office for himself, and then he was nomi- 
nated for Governor of Massachusetts and 
elected by a large majority. This majority 
he increased during thé two succeeding cam- 
paigns, and at his last election he carried 
Massachusetts by a larger majority than 
had been known since the war. 

Harvard gave him his degree of B. A. in 
1870, just the same, and at the last reunion 
of the class of ‘63 at Parker’s F. T. Green- 
halge was inthechair. He and E. L. Stev- 
ens,.who died in the civil war, were the two 
most notable debaters in the class. He 
cared nothing for athletics, and in fact the 
only sort of athletics which was practiced 
was rowing. Neither was he a student of 
high rank. 

The history of Gov. Greenhalge’s adminis- 

tration contains some elements of excep- 
tional interest, and which served to giveita 
distinctly courageous and disinterested char- 
acter, but perhaps the most portentous thing 
in it, in view of what has now happened, is 
the fact that the Governor’s engagements 
averaged 300 a year. They reached so high 
a figire as 350 the first year that he was in 
cffice. These engagements were of diverse 
descriptions, and they represénted but a 
s17.all fraction of the invitations which it was 
his penalty as Chief Magistrate to receive 
from all sorts of persons to visit all sorts of 
jlaces. 
: In addition to his public extra-official ap- 
pearances within the Commonwealth, Gov. 
Greenhalge represented the State at Chatta- 
nooga in September and at Atlanta in No- 
vember, 1895; he gave an address on John 
Winthrop before the New England Society 
at Brooklyn, N. Y., in 1894, having previously 
delivered a political address before the Lin- 
coln club at Delmonico’s in New York City. 

There is a pathetic significance in the fact 
that the last official act of Gov. Greenhalge 
was his message to the Legislature on 
Feb 24, announcing the death of ex-Gov.

DEATH OF ARCHBISHOP KENRICK. 


Aged Prelate Succumbs to Lung Trou- 
ble and Old Age. 


St. Louis, Mo., 
Kenrick, who for fifty-five years prior to three 
years ago was the Roman Catholic Bishop 
of this diocese, died at 1:30 o’clock this after- 
noon in the 90th year of his age. His death 
was peaceful and painless, for he was dead 
when his valet found him. For several 
years the aged prelate had been in feeble 
health and three years ago Bishop Jonn J. 
Kain of Wheeling was elevated to an Arch- 
bishopric and sent here to relieve him. His 
death was caused by lung trouble, helped 
by senile debility. 

Last night when the Archbishop retired 
he complained of not feeling weil. He was 
suffering from a chill, which was soon broken 
by the administration of medicine, and tho 
Archbishop fell asleep. When he awoke at 
lu o'clock this morning a doctor was called, 
but left without prescribing anything. After 
his departure the Archl,'shop fell asleep, 
and at 10 o’clock he awoke again. His valet 
inquired if he felt better, but the prelate 
replied, “‘ No.’’ The Archbishop closed his 
eyes and seemed to drop back asleep. 

The boy sat at his bedside for half an hour. 
The room grew quiet and it seemed to him 
the sleeping man was hardly breathing. In 
tnie condition the Archbishop passed away. 

Archbishop Kenrick’s death will disar-. 
range the elaborate preparations that had 
been made for the reception and entertain- 
ment of Cardina! Satolli, who was expected 
to arrive here next Monday morning. It Is 
expected the Cardinal will take part in the 
impressive burial services next Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Archbishop Kain has telegraphed Cardinal 
Gibbons and Archbishop Ryun regarding 
further arrangements, and will not change 
the day unless they so desire. The remainzg 
will le in state at the cathedral on Saturday 
evening and all day Monday. . 


DEATH OF COL., ROBERT F. TAYLOR. 


Made a Brilliant Record in Mexican 
and Civil Wars. : 

Col. Robert F. Taylor, 69 years of age, a 
veteran of the Mexican and Civil Wars, died 
yesterday afternoon at his residence, No. 
448 Cleveland avenue, after an illness of 
nearly six weeks. 

He was a resident of Chicago for sixteen 
years, most of this time being engaged in 
the merchant tailoring business at Fifth 
avenue and Madison street. He was also 
Superintendent of the West Division Post- 
office under President Harrison's adminis- 
tration. | 

During thé Mexican War he was Third 
oad Sag of the Tenth Regiment of New 
York Volunteers, under command of Gen, 
Zachary Taylor. 

At the breaking.out of the civil war he 
helped to organize the Thirty-third Regi- 
ment of New York volunteers, of which he 
was commissioned Colonel. He served three 
years in the Army of the Potomac. 

He was a Mason, a member of the Royal 
Arcanum, G. A. R., and of the Society of the 
Veterans of the Mexican War.

They cover a period since, 
it is alleged, the rolls were “ stuffed.’’ They 
serve to show, however, some of the charges 
are not unfounded. Maj. Buckner’s name 
appears on the roll, dated Feb. 22. He re- 
ceived $30, and his signature shows he drew 
the money. . Lynch Wormley, the colored 
janitor, receives $30 a week, and John Feeley, 
the night watchman, is credited with eight 
days’ work each week at $5 a day, or $40 a 
week. He is probably the best paid night 
watchman in the world.

BUYS ONE MORE BAKERY. 


NEW YORK BISCUIT SECURES A SEC- 
OND BALTIMORE PLANT. 


Will Now Virtually Control the Ficlid-- 
Stock Shows Another Advance— 
American Strawboard Strengthens 
Its Position by Getting Two Addi- 
tional Millis Into the Agreement— 
Brewers’ Agreement Is Not Aired 
in Court—Packers Making Profits. 


The stock of the New York Biscuit com- 
pany scored another advance on the local 
market yesterday. The sales were not so 
heavy as they were the previous day, but 
more than 3,500 shares were traded in during 
the day. There was more bullish news to 
account for the advance. Word came from 
President W. H. Moore, who is now in the 
East, that the deal for the purchase of a 
second Baltimore bakery had been closed. 
There was purchased yesterday the bakery 
of Tyler Bros., which, with the Mason 
bakery obtained Saturday, gives the com- 
pany two plants in Baltimore, and practi- 
cally the control of that entire field. The 
importance of this deal may be understood 
when it is' known the New York Biscuit 
company lost more than $75,000 in fighting 
Mason in his own field last year. There 
has been a sharp fight on in ‘the territory 
about Baltimore, including the city trade 
and the business there has been carried on 
at an actual loss. 

It has been stated the company was in 
negotiation for a third bakery in Baltimore. 
This is a mistake. Negotiations are now 
under way for the purchase of a third 
bakery, but it is not in Baltimore. It isin 
another city, and if the deal is carried 
through there will bestill another field added 
to the territory of the New York Biscuit 
company. The trade for the third bakery is 
said by J. H. Moore, Vice-President of the 
company, to have been practically com- 
pleted. The officers of the company will not 
discuss the terms of the purchase, except to 
say there will be no farther issue of stock. 
It is given out semi-officially that the 
bakeries will be paid for out of the earn- 
ings of the company for the present year 
after paying dividends. 

No More Stock to Be Issued. 


If the earnings are not sufficient to meét. | 


the dividends and pay for the plants pur- 
chased there is a surplus of $1,335,000 to 
draw upon. There is an outstanding issue 
of stock amounting to $9,000,000, and the 
company is authorized to issue an addi- 
tional $1,000,000, making a total of $10,000,- 
oo. It ig not likely there will be any fur- 
ther issue of the stock this year. 

New York Biscuit was the active stock on 
local market yesterday. It opened at 
Sl regular and 82 account, advancing to &2 
and 8544, and closing at 82 and 82% regular 
and account. There was said to have been 
considerable buying for Kastern investors 
yesterday. J. D. Mason, who sold the Bal- 
timore bakery to the company, was a buyer, 
and it was said he purchased several hun- 
dred shares. 

While the hand of every man seers to be 
turned against the American Strawboard 
company there are said to be reasons fora 
change of sentiment.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


ILLINOIS RAILROAD AND WARE- 
HOUSE COMMISSION REPORT. 


Interesting Results of the Labors of 
the Commissioners During the 
First Quarter Century of the Com- 
mission’s Existence—Great Reduc- 
tions in Tariffs and Other Benetits— 
Numerous Changes and Promotions 
Among Officials. 


From advanced sheets of the report of the 
Illinois Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sion for 1805 some interesting facts and 
items of general public interest are gath- 
ered. This report marks the first quarter 
century of the existence of a Railroad Com- 
mission in this State, and for this reason 
the Commissioners have taken up in detail 
the historical and general conditions which 
existed at the time of the establishment of 
the commission and the gradual develop- 
ment Of railroads in the States and their 
condition at the present time. 

Regarding tariffs they say: 

“The passenger tariffs of the railroad 
companies of Illinois in 1870, just prior to 
the establishment of 
Warehouse Commission, were from 844 to 
6 cents per mile, averaging more than 4 
cents per mile, including through rates. At 
the same time their tariffs for al! Classes or 
freight, through and local, averaged more 
than 2 43-100 cents per ton per mile; higher 
rates than those prevailing at that time in 
older States. The average of the through 
and local fares for passengers in this State 
for 1805 does not exceed 2 75-100 cents per 
mile, and the average tariff for all classes 
of freight, local and through, does not ex- 
ceed 1 35-100 cents per ton per mile.” 

Attention is drawn -to the -fact that the 
railroads during the last year carried 63,- 

485,413 passenge: ‘> and out of this vast num- 
ber of people trdnsported only .twelve lost 
their lives. by accident. The figures also 
show only one out of every 400,583 passen- 
gers carried was injured. For such a record 
the Commissioners say the managements 
of the various roads in this State are to be 
congratulated on the efficient manner in 
which their trains are handled. 

In-calling attention to some needed legis- 
lation in regard to railroads the Commis- 
sioners say: 

‘ Nearly all the railroad companies in the 
State have at some time been bankrupted, 
and the original investors have been sub- 
jected to great losses. To the general law 
which authorizes the unrestrained construc- 
tion of railways, bankruptcy and other 
financial embarrassments of the railroad 
ccmpanies may be largely attributed. 

‘* However aggressive the policy of rall- 
road companies may have been in the past, 
it can no longer be successfully contended 
that they are beyond the power of legis- 
lative authority. It is therefore apparent 
that the action of the State and National 
Governments tending to adjust the relations 
between the public and the railroads in 
their quasi public position should also, as 
far as practicable, tend to protect them in 
their vested rights. 

‘“‘As there can be no controversy as to 
these facts, and as the present eligibility of 
the lands of the State to the railroads al- 
ready constructed is so complete and uni- 
form, it seems clear that there should be 
legislative enactment restraining ‘the con- 
struction of unnecessary and destructive 
new roads. This authority should be lodged 
in an impartial tribunal that will be prompt- 
ed only by a desire to do equal and exact 
justice to the corporation seeking recogni- 
tion and the people.”’ 
MANY CHANGES AND PROMOTIONS. 
Canadian Pacific Splits Freight and 

Passenger Agencies. : 

Important changes and promotions of of- 
ficials in the executive, operating, and traffic 
departments of the various railroads cen- 
tering in this city ‘and their connections 
have been more numerous since Jan. 1 last 
than ever before and more are continually 
being announced. Notice has just been given 
of the separation of-the freight and passen- 
ger-agencies of the Canadian Pacific in this 
city. J. Francis Lee will have charge of the 
company’s passenger traffic at Chicago and 
the Western territory. W. R. MciInmes has 
been appointed General Agent of the freight 
department of the Canadian Pacific at Chi- 
cago. 

Anothér important appointment which has 
just been announced is that of George F. 
Randolph as General Traffic Manager of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Southwestern rail- 
way. He was formerly General Traffic Man- 
ager of the New York and New England 
road and at one time Assistant General 
Freight Agent of the Reading. 

Don A. Sweet, an old Chicago man, has 
been appointed General Freight and Passen* 
ger Agent of the Atlantic and Pacific rail- 
road, with headquarters at Albuquerque. 
For many years Mr. Sweet was connected 
with the Burlington railroad. 

EK. L. Brown, heretofore Master of Trans- 
portation, has been appointed Superintend- 
ent of the St. Paul and Duluth railroad. 


EXCURSION CAUSES GREAT TROUBLE.

Large Audience Greets Speaker atthe 
Woman's Club — Pullman Strike 
from New Point of View—Method 
of Comparative Study Used—Dan- | 
gers Before Philanthropists—Susan | 

PB. Anthony Induced to Talk, Al-. 


though Briefly. 

No woman speaker before the Chicago 
Woman's club—and the distinguished of 
many countries have appeared on its plat- 
form—was ever greeted with a larger or 
more appreciative audience than Misa Jane 
Addams yesterday afternoon. 

She was announced to speak on “ A Claim 
Upon the Modern Woman,” but asked the 
courtesy of the club to change the title of 
her paper to “‘ A Modern Tragedy.” 

The modern tragedy, according to Miss 
Addams, was the famdus Pullman strike. 
The causes, the forces, the effects. of this 
event were unimpassionately considered. 
In analyzing this great social disaster she 

used a method of comparative study, taking 
the family relationship as expounded in one 
of Shakspeare’s tragedies, to define the in- 
dustrial relationship of this modern dramatic 
event. Subjoined are excerpts: 

“The same danger: lies in wait for the 
modern philanthropist which is ever present 
to thé indulgent parent—that of performjng 
so many good deeds themselves they will 
lose the power of recognizing good in others. 
It is possible to cramp our children and our 
beneficiaries ‘with plans for improvement 
until they shall fail of the great moral les- 
sons which the times offer them. The mus- 
cles in the heart of the modern philanthropist 
are in danger of being stretched and strained ‘ 
until they lose the rhythm of the common 
heart-beat of the rest of the world. 

‘Th so far as philanthropists are cut off 
from the influence of the Zeit-Geist, from 
the code of ethics which rules the body of 
men, from the great moral life springing 
from our common experience, so long as 
they are ‘ good to people’ rather than * with 
them,’ they are bound to accomplish a 
large’ amount of harm. They are outside 

he influence of that great faith which 

erennially springs up in the hearts of the 
people and recreates the world. 

“To touch to vibrating response the noble - 
~ fiber in each man, to pull these many fibers 
. —fragile, impalpable, and constantly break- 
ing as they are—into one impulse and then 
to foster it through its feeble and tentative 
stages into something like action is no easy 
task. The philanthropist has not taught his 
contemporaries to climb mountains, but he 
has persuaded the villagers to move up a 
few feet higher. Progress has been slower 
ond wergatgy weal but incomparably greater

ROMANCE IN SAINT CLAIR COUNTY. 


Farmer Consents to the Marriage of 
His Wife and the Hired Man. 

Mascoutah, Ill, March 4.—[{Special.]—In 
the neighborhood of New Athens, St. Clair 
County, there reside Mr. William Brascheis, 
his comely wife, and her four children. 

Mrs. Brascheis is a pretty woman, whose 
age is 28 or thereabouts, and up to two weeks 
ago she was the wife of Mr. William Kopp, a 
well-known farmer of the community. Since 
that time a divorce has been granted to Mr. 
and Mrs. Kopp, and the latter has been mar- 
ried to her husband's former hired man. 

The story of the divorce and remarriage is 
in some respects the most singular one in the 
annals of courtship, marriage, and divorce in 
this section of Illinois. 

A half dozen years ago Mr. and Mrs. Will- 
iam Kopp were married and settled down 
upon a farm in the same community where 
they were both born and had been reared 
since early childhood. In the course of a 
year the work of the farm increased until 
Farmer Kopp saw the necessity of employ-. 
ing a laborer to assist him in the farm work. 

The man employed was William Brascheis, 
a veteran of the civil war, who had drifted 


into the New Athens community from no one | 


knows where. For several months after the 
advent of the ex-soldier into the farmer’s 
home there was no change in the affairs 
there. Brascheis performed the duties as- 
signed to him in a satisfactory manner, 
Farmer Kopp paid him his agreed salary 
regularly, and in consequence there was no 
cause for discontent upon the part of either 
employer or employed. There came a time 
later on, however, when the affairs in the 
household underwent a marked change. 
The husband appeared blind to the growing 
attachment between -his wife and the hired 
man, and so matters drifted along for four 
years or more. 

Kopp finally informed his wife the best 
thing for them to do was to get a divorce and 
for her to marry the hired man. She acqui- 
esced, and accordingly the husband wént to 
Belleville and commenced a suit for divorce. 
When he returned home he was met at the 
station by his wife Lizzie, the hired man 
William, and the horse Dobbin. In due 
course of time the court of the County of 
St. Clair granted William Kopp a divorce 
from his wife Lizzie. That chapter in the 
drama had barely closed when old Dobbin 
was. hitched up again to the spring wagon 
and the same trio rode to the railroad sta- 
tion. In this chapter, however, the posi- 
tions were changed. In the spring wagon 
behind ,the faithful Dobbin the farmer occu- 
pied the front seat alone; on the back seat 
sat his divorced wife and his hired man. 
The former ‘wore frizzles and the latter a 
** biled ”’ shirt. 

This time the farmer remained behind, and 
the other two journeyed together to the coun- 
ty capital and were married there. When 
the newly married couple returned they were 
met by the farmer, and hitched toa tree near 
by there stood the faithful Dobbin and the 
one-horse spring wagon. The strange trio of 
persons whose positions had shifted so ab- 
ruptly journeyed home together. Again the 
faithful Dobbin was brought into service, 
and into the wagon to which he was hitched 
there were placed the personal effects of the 
newly married couple. They were conveyed 
to the new home prepared for the ex-soldier 
and his bride. It is not known whether or 
not the ex-husband gavetthe newly married 
couple his blessing, but it is said he was paid 
a reasonable price for his services in trans- 
ferring the household goods of the cquple to 
their new home, and appeared satisfied with 
the result. . 


WIFE SAYS HER HUSBAND GAMBLES. 


Evanston’s Chief of Police Has Some 
More Work on Hand. 

The Mayor of Evanston has been appealed 
to by a frantic wife, who has been driven 
to desperation by the losses her husband is 
alleged to have made in a gambling game 
in that city.

When the complaint was made the Mayor 
called in Chief of Police Bartram, and he 
has since had his men carefully watching 
the gun shop, but has been able to secure 
no evidence whatever that a regular game 
is going on in the place. 

Mrs. Beck says her husband's losses are 
so great she has no money; with which to 
meet their current bills, and that the butch- 
er hing give them no more meat without the 
cash. 

A few years ago Mrs. Beck broke upa gun 
club, of which her husband was a member, 
making vigorous complaint to the police that 
he spent too much time and money there. 
Then Chief of Police John Carney was a 
member, and they had comfortable club- 
rooms in Davis street, which they aban- 
doned when she commenced her vigorous 
crusade, and she says she is now going to 
conduct the same sort of a campaign.

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ASSESSOR THOMAS’ OPINION OF 8YS.- 
TEM OF ASSESSMENT. — 


He Says No Man on Earth Can Perform 
Work He Takes Oath to Do—Points 
Out Defects—Incongruities and In- 
justice Bound to Exist—Wants As- 
sessor Appointed by Judges and 
Office Placed Under Civil Service 
Rules. ’ 

Ambrose Thomas, South Town Assessor, 
is not disturbed by the report made by the 
Chairman of the Tax Commission, recently 
appointed by Mayor Swift, in which docu- 
ment many of the incongruities and injus- 
tices in the prevailing system of property 
valuations are set forth, Talking on the 
subject yesterday he said: 

“If the committee looked into the matter 
at all—and it is evident it did—it could make 
only such a report as was submitted. The 
present system is rotten to the core and 
should be changed. I expressed myself 
fully on this subject in a paper recently read 
before the Review club. 

**On his induction into office the Assessor 
takes an oath which he cannot and does not 
intend to keep. It ts physically impossible 
for him to do so. He is required to makea 
just and equitable assessment between May 
1 and July 1. No man on earth can do it. 
The first month of the time is given upto 
personal property. After that the Assessor 
must rely on the figures made by his prede- 
cessor, or on his own, in case it is his second 
term. The property cannot be personally 
inspected, and the result is an unequal and 


often unjust assessment, by which the city, 


receives only a fraction of the revenue it 
should have from this, its principal source 
of income. - 

“Recognizing some of the glaring faults 
in'the old system of valuation and taxation, 
I have during my term in office done what 
I could to correct the evil. In the territory 
north of Twelfth street I raised valuations 
5 per cent all arourrd and made $2,500,000 for 
the city. 1 am satisfied to stand on that 
record. 

**I am out of politics now and can speak 
of the abuses of the office and the system. 
The great shame is the office is a political 
one, and the first work of the Assessor is 
generally to pave the way for his reélection. 
This he does by filling up his office with as 
many workers in a political way as he can 
find use for at $5 per diem. As a general 
proposition they are utterly ignorant of 
property values, but as politicians they are 
probably worth what they get. 

‘How would I change the system? By 
having the Assessor appointed by the 
Judges, as a means of making it non-polit- 
ical. The tenure of office should be any- 
where from three to five years. With the 
right kind of men something at least ap- 
proximating a fair valuation could be se- 
cured. This change would necessitate, first, 
a special session of the Legislature. Sala- 
ries should be liberal in order to secure the 
services of the right kind of men. It is safe 
to say no Assessor ever had anything like 
the able and intelligent assistance given 
Chairman Donnersberger of Mayor Swift’s 
committee. 

‘Civil service rules should apply to the 
Assessor's office, and assessments be based 
on a full cash value, determined by well 
informed, practical men. Until such inno- 
vations are brought about there will be a 
continuance of the present conditions of un- 
fairness and injustice. 

‘*For one I am perfectly willing to accept 
the state of things set forth in the Tax 
Commission’s report as true. As Assessor 
I have made a valuation on millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of property I never saw or heard 
of. One piece, which my records show to 
be worth $1,500, may have an actual value 
of as many thousands. My successor will 
take my figures, as I accepted those of my 
predecessor, and a great wrong will be 
done. This will continue until the whole 
system is radically changed and put on a 
good business-like footing.’’
